and brighter days from this time 
on.

H isto ry o f a H erd T hat Is Bunnins' 
V /ild in th e W est. 


Impo rted to Do a Carry ing Trade 0 \cr 
the Great Waterless Wastes o f 
Nev ada—To o Slo w fo r Ku- 
ergetic Americans. 


The camels no w ru n n in g ^vild in 
Arizo na are the descendants o f a 
small herd o riginally im po rted fo r 
u se in the sta te o f Nevada. 
In the 
early days o f m ining o n the Co m­ 
sto ck, lo ng befo re th ere were any 
railro ads in the G re a t Basin regio n, 
it was th o u g h t th a t camels m ight bo 
pro fitably u sed abo u t the mines, p a r ­ 
ticu larly in packing acro ss the s u r ­ 
ro u nding deserts, and “ twelve ships 
o f the de s e rt” were acco rdingly p u r ­ 
chased and bro u g h t to V irginia City. 
They were wanted fo r u se in pack­ 
ing salt fro m the Salt Springs salt 
m arsh to the Co msto ck redu ctio n 
■ < 
wo rks. 
This salt depo sit lies far o u t 
in a desert regio n, and to reach it 
m any waterless stretches o f sand 
and alkali had to be traversed. 
The camels were able to cro ss all 
the deserts in perfect co mfo rt, c a r­ 
ryin g heavy lo ads o f salt and iind- 
ing m eans o f su bsistence in the
